Franco in 37 days. 
Since the St Lo breakthrough j 
bv Ll. Gen. Omar N. Bradley's i 
American forces on Ju ly 25. the 
Allies in 37 days have almost I 
overrun France, but they have not 
yet swept Holland, Belgium and 
Luxembourg into then 
bag 
as 
as Hitler did in his famous blitz­ 
krieg. 
Probably the most astounding 
thing to the Germans, the feature 
which perhaps has 
upset 
theii 
calculations more than anything 
else, is the fact that Allied spear­ 
heads have driven from Norm ­ 
andy. taken Paris and pushed al­ 
most to the German frontier itself 
from a beachhead. 
There is yet no indication that 
any great amount of supplies for J 
Eisenhower's armies arc coming 
through ports. 
Cherbourg is the 
only large part held by the Allies, 
and demolitions to 
the 
harbor 
works there were extensive. 
Engineering Marvelous 
Marvelous engineering develop­ 
ments and 
supply 
management 
have made possible the powering 
of the great drives in progress 
today. 
It is a feat which Hitler, I 
who ordered his garrisons to but­ 
ton themselves up in the ports of I 
Le Havre, Blest. St. Nazairc and 
Lorient, apparently thought

possible.

In 1940 Adolf Hitler had 
his land bases close to the front- i 
icr. his troops in their assigned 
positions, his mountains of sup-1 
plies close to the front.

were shattered and all was over! 
by June 17.
